BASE RUMORS. 


THE ALLEGED TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS OF 
THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 


Prospects That the Emperor Will Arise From 
„His Bed To-Day—Sir Morell Mackenzie 
Indignant — Anti-Boulangist Manifesta- 
tions in Paris—A Split in the Patriotic 
League—The American Exchange Failure 
—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 23.--News from Kaiser 
Frederick last night was, if any- 
thing, reassnring, but it is a fact that his Maj- 
esty’s strength is so run down that the chances 
are he will become worse instead of better. It 
was said in Berlin yesterday that Sir Morell 
Mackenzie takes a more serious view of the 
case. It is now believed that he thinks there 
is greater immediate danger than his eminent 
German colleagues imagine. The statements 
which have been published that the Emperor’s 
sufferings are of the most distressing 
nature are not true. This denial comes from 
the Kaiser’s physicians. A certain party in 
Germany continues to spread rumors of that 
kiud. It was due to these sinister reports as 
to the Kaiser's state, spread all through the 
winter, that Prince Bismarek and the Minis- 
ters of State were so agreeably surprised at 
bis Majesty's appearance when he came to 
Chariottenburg. This party, which a Radical 
journal satirically calls the grave diggers,’’ 
have now adopted another. line of action. 
One of the reports it has given out 
is that in reply to Count Von Blu- 
menthal, who expressed the wish that God 
would grant his Majesty's speedy recovery, 
the Kaiser answered: ‘‘Dear Blumentbal, it is 
almost impossible to bear up any longer in 
this position.’’ This is also unfounded. The 
result of these false statements published is 
that no day passes without bringing Sir Morell 
Mackenzie some fifty or sixty letters, 
MOSTLY OF A MENACING NATURE, 
from people of various ages and both sexes in 
Germany. It is understood now that Bir 
Morell is resolved to take legal action against 
any newspaper printing any i libelous 
matter against bim. This, of course, does 
not refer to legitimate eceriticism, but 
deliberate falsehoods.

COMMITTEE CHANGES, 


SPEAKER BANNERMAN TO REORGANIZE 
THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 


The Appointments to Be Made on the Three 
Important Committees, Ways and 
Means, Railroads and Public tmprove- 
ments—Commissioner Murphy Makes His 
Annual Report—A Fight to Be Made by 
the New Limits Against the Tax-Rate Or- 
dinance—Municipal Matters. 


Speaker Bannerman of the House of Dele- 
gates will announce his committees for the 
reorganization of the House to-morrow even- 
ing. The three important committees are 
those on Railroads, Ways and Means and Pub- 
% Improvements. Messrs. Jas. M. Sullivan, 
EK. F. Stone, Chas. Nolan, Frank G. 
Cossman and William Gartenbach 
are now on the Railroad Committee. 
Delegate Gartenbach will be returned to the 
floor in the new shuffle and his place on the 
Railroad Committee will be given to Delegate 
John Waters who was formerly on that 
committee, but who in the first reorgan- 
ization under Speaker Bannerman got what 
is known in City Hall parliamentary 
parlance as the ‘‘razzel-dazzle.’’ Delegate 
Sam Hays, who resigned from the committee 
on the appointment of his son to the manage- 
mentofthe Wabash Western, which it was 
then thought, would be an applicant for fran- 
chises, will be reinstated. Delegate Coss- 
man will be put on the Pub- 
lie Improvement Committee from 
which Delegate Ernst Kretschmar 
will be retired. There is some talk asto what 


will be done with Delegate Thos. Wand whose 
allegiance to the administration is suspected 
but he will probably be renominated for a 
place on the Public Improvement Committee. 
The business which goes through the House 
passes one of these three committees. Under 
the old organization of the House Messrs. 
Stone, Clark and Sullivan held six places on 
these committes. Some few changes will be 
made on the less important committees. 


The Harbor Department. 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy's annual re- 
port, which was filed with the Mayor and Board 
of Public Improvements, shows the Harbor 
and Wharf Department to be one of the most 
important business branches of the Municipal 
Government. The tabulated statement of lcases 
and wharf privileges exhibit the names of 


corporations and commercial enterprises as 
lessees of this department, whose aggregate 
capital is over flity millions of dollars. The 
Wabash, Missour! Taeifle, Iron Mountain 
and other railways, all the lum- 
ber companies, all the ferry, steamboat 
and barge lines, the sand, stone, ice and coal 
companies,the dry docks, three elevator com- 
panies and other {mportant mercantile organi- 
zations that give life and vigor to the com- 
merce of the city are lessees and patrons 
of the Harbor Department. The recom- 
mendations of the Commissioner. are 
made with due regard to the wants 
and convenience of these varied interests, 
and everything that can be done in this direc- 
tion by wise legislation will be urged by the 
department, The Commissioner suggests that 
the barbor revenue can be largely in- 
creased by following ordinary usiness 
methods in granting leases and privileges 
and treating the propert of the city 
as that of private parties would be managed. 
Heretofore political considerations have large- 
ly prevailed in parceling out the wharf for the 
use Of individuals and corporations, and 
the Importance and value ot the 
river front seems to have been 
lost sight of dy those who had charge 
ofthis important trust. The Commissioner 
alludes tothe present imperfect method of 
disposing of the garbage, offal, etc., of the 
city, and states that he will, in accordance 
with the 1 — 11 of Mayor Francis, brin 
before the Board of Public — an 
the Assembly shortl plans and ordi- 
nances providing or a more per- 
fect system. He also states that 
— increasing wants of the Street- cleaning 

epartment demand the construction of two 
patent dump boats, similar to those now in 
use, to be placed north of Clinton and south 
of Barton streets. The growing marine com- 
merce south of Chouteau avenue calls for 
more improved wharf accommodations and 
it is the intention of the Commissioner 
to introduce an ordinance for the 
paving of that portion of the wharf between 

arton and Louisa streets. This improvement 
is asked for by the breweries and manufacto- 
ries in that part ofthe city. The report shows 
an increased revenue of the department from 
all sources for the past fiscal year. An 
exhibit is made of the arrivals and departures 
atand from this port during the year. It is 
stated that the harbor is at this time more free 
from snags and other dangerous obstructions 
than ithas been for years and the thanks of 
the Coparrmens are given to Maj. A. M. Miller 
of the United States service for his able assist- 
ance in the work of removing them.

NIPPED IN THE BUD. 


A FRAUDULENT SCHEME CLEVERLY 
WORKED BY A. E. MONTAGUE & CO. 


Alfred Rhodus, E. M. P. Hemming and Burt 
Lyous Jailed for Using the Mails for Pur- 
poses of Fraud—Their Method of Raising 
the Wind Does Not Meet With Police Ap- 
probation—Who the Men Are—Copyists 
Bled by the Score—An Unprofitable 
Swindle. 


The police haye unearthed what they be- 
lieve to be a big newspaper advertising 
swindle. Yesterday the Chief of Police re- 
ceived some letters inquiring about the firm 
of A. E. Montague & Co., at the northeast 
corner of Third and Locust streets, 
who had been advertising for copy- 
ists and requiring deposits from applicants. 
Detective John Hobbs was given the 
matter to investigate. Helearned that noth- 
ing was known at Third and Locust streets of 
any such firm, and came to the conclusion, 
after looking into the matter thoroughly, that 
it wasaswindle. He soreported to the Chief. 
Then the matter was turned over to Chief of 
Detectives O' Neill to work upa case against 
the concern and arrest the men connected 
with it. Detectives Tucker and Tracy 
were assigned to the job. Hobbs 
had learned thac the firm were 
getting their mail at the Post-office, where 
they had rented box A. This morning the 
officers visited there to arrest the parties 
when they called for their mail. Only one of 
them called for the letters. As the detectives 
were satisfied there were others in the scheme, 
they did not arrest him there, but followed 
him. The fellow went to Jack Furber’s saloon, 
where he met two other young men, and they 
proceeded to open and 

EXAMINE THE MAIL. 

About thirty letters had been received, and 
while they were examining their contents the 
officers placed the men ‘under arrest. They 
were taken to thé Four Courts, where they 
were searched and locked up. One of them, 
the one who called for the letters, and ap- 
peared to bethe leading spirit of the party, 
gavethe same of Alfred Rhodus. Another 
gave the name of Ernest A. Montague Hem- 
ming, and the third the name of 
Burt Lyons. They claimed that Hem- 
ming’s name was used by the firm, 
the last name being leit off, and his middle 


name, Montague,made to do service for a sur- 
name. The initials E. A. were also trans- 
posed. Only 65 cents was found with the 
trio when searched at the Four Courts, but 
they had postal notes and money orders in 
lenty, twenty-six being found on Rhodus. 
They ranged in sums from 31.50 to $%. The 
trio tol the . officers that they roomed 
at No. 409 North Ninth street 
and a search of their room resulted 
in the finding of about 600 letters addressed to 
A. E. Montague & Co. From them it was evi- 
dent thatthe firm had been advertising for 
copyists in papers in all sections of the coun- 
try. The letters referred to seeing their ad- 
vertisements in Chicago, Cincinnati and otver 
papers. Some of them inclosed copies of the 
advertisement, which read as follows: 
THE ADVERTISEMENT. 
WANTED—Copyists male or female; to any one 
writing a fair hand we will give as much work as 
they wish to do at home at fair prices; inclose self- 
addressed stamped envelope. A. E. Montague & Co., 
northeast cornér 3d and Locust, St. Louis, Mo, 

The scheme of the concern was, when they 
received an answer, to send outa printed cir- 
cular to the writer. These circulars were 
headed ‘‘A. E. Montague & Co., Commission 
Merchants, N. E. corner Third and Locust 
streets, St. Louis, Mo.,’’ and stated that they 
would pay at the rate of $20 per 1,000 for the 
copying of letters of about ninety words 
each, but required a deposit of $3 for every 
1,000 letter heads sent the copyist, the de- 
posit to be returned when the letters were re- 
ceived by the firm. The only charge to the 
copyist would be 25 cents express charges, 
hieb the firm would deduct. The theory is 
thatthe ‘‘firm’’ intended keeping all these 
deposits received from applicants and tearing 
up or burning the letters. Rhodus married a 
Miss Ewing of St. Louis some time ago, and 
he is the same party who was 
arrested in San Francisco last July 
on a charge of being at the 
head of a big opium smuggling scheme. 
Rhodus admits this, but says at the trial he 
was discharged. Aslip of paper found in the 
room contains figures which would indicate 
that Hemming, Rhodus and Lyons were divid- 
ing the money received from these letters. 
Both Hewming and Rhodus, however, claim 
that they alone were in the firm and 
that Lyoos had nothing to do with it. 
Some clothing marked Henry W. Ewing was 
found among Lyons’ effects, but the prisoners 
allege that it belongs to Rhodus' brother-in- 
law, a reporter on a morning paper. 

HEMMING AND RHODUS 

state that their business was strictly legiti- 
mate, asthey will be ableto prove, and that 
they intended giving these peepee copying to 
do and paying them for it. Whatthe nature 
of their business was requiring copying they 
would not state, but sald they would be 
able to prove everything was all right when 
the time came for doing so. Rhodus says he 
received about 100 legters yesterday and that 
the twenty-six money orders and postal notes 
found on him represented the receipts of yes- 
terday and to-day. No money orders or postal 
notes were recetved by them or money either, 
he says, until Saturday, and therefore they 
did not have time to send out letters to be 
copied. They scoff at the idea that the 
scheme was a swindle. 

Rhodus was with his father inthe Rhodus 
Commission Co. several years ago. H 
speculated heavily in wheat, and lost to such 
extent that he was forced out of the business. 
He became a solicitor forthe August Gust 
Printing Oo. He remained there for a 
year or more and then left their employ at the 
suggestion of the company, as he was giving 
too much attention to 

POKER CHIPS AND WHISKY, 
and notenough attention to business. After 
that time he left the city and had a somewhat 
checkered career in various parts of the coun- 
try. He became uainted with Hemming 
and Lyons in St, ul, where the first 
was employed 
Globe and the 
manager of the Northwest 
acquaintances were made 
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licit@r. I took him on trial on recommenda- 


tion of the Gast people and Thomas Niedring- 
haus. I investigated him thoroughly, 
and found that while he had been engaged in 
several schemes he was still a good, shrewd 
business man and Ithought something could 
be made ot him. I made him sign an agree- 
ment before 1 took him to the effect that he 
would not engage in any other business while 
he was with me; that he would abstain 
from the use of intoxicating liquors and 
that he would not associate with sportin 

characters. I find that he has violate 

every part of the agreement. He was with 
me but a short time, and last week he told 
me tbat his father was sick, and that both he 
and his brother had been summoned for jury 
duty. I investigated and found they 
had been summoned, but though he 
only stayed in court one ay he 
remained absent from the office fora week. I 
do not know where he was unless he was in 
his room working on this scheme for which he 
has been arrested. He was drunk on Satur- 
day and I learned from one of my men who 
was with him then that he was 
engaged in some kind of a scheme. 
I sent for him and expected to see 
him this morning. His father has been anx- 
ious that he should make a success of his 
work with us and has tried to get him to pay 
attention to business. He was working on 
commission and had he been faithful would 
have been a very valuable man to us.’ 

+ HENRY W. EWING. 

said ot the trio. ‘‘It’s my opinion that there 
isn’t anything in the charge against the 
men. I knew nothing about their advertising 
for copyists or about the commission busi- 
ness. Beyond his drinking I know nothing 
against him, and I did not know that he 
had touched a drop since he has been with his 
last employers. Lyons is no good, and I be- 
lieve is responsible for this whole affair. 
He roomed with us on Ninth street, but I fired 
him a week ago last Saturaay because he 
wouldn’t pay his share of the rent. He was 
manager of the Northwestern Sportsman in St. 
Paul, but lost his position through drink and 
came down here to live off those who would 
support him, Hemming belongs to a 

ood family in England. He has a 

rother in the city who is employed 
in MecNichols’ house furnishing store. His 
fullname is Ernest Montague Paries Hem- 
ming. His father was once well-to-do in Eng- 
land, but lost nis money in some way. Hem- 
ming came to St. Louison his way up from 
Texas, where he bad been trying to make his 
way, about 1885. He went to work for Hildreth, 
where I was then. We formed a friendship 
which lasted until lately, when we had a tiff. 
But shortly after 1 became acquainted with 
him he went to my house to live. We have 
traveled together a great deal since. I never 
- knew anything against him. Lyons, on the 
contrary, has had a very unsavory career. 

THE CIRCULARS 
which A. E. Montague & Co. distributed were 
printed by Clayton & Son, 305 Locust street. 
They paid $ per thousand for them in ad- 
vance. They had no office at Third and Lo- 
cust streets, but received all their mail in box 
A at the Post-office. A letter taken out by a 
letter-carrier by mistake was left with Par- 
ker, Ritter & Co., and is now there awaiting 
a Claimant. The commercial agencies have 
recently received numerous inquiries about 
the firm of A. C. Montague & Co. These in- 
quiries have come from Louisville,Cincinnati, 
Chicago and nearly all the towns throughout 
Missouri, IIlinois and Indiana. From some of 
these inquiries it ey — that the ‘‘firm’’ had 
an extensive list of stenographers and type- 
writers, and that it advertised extensively. 
THE PROSECUTION. 

Assistant United States District Attorney 
Knapp was in the Four Courts to-day, after 
the trio had been arrested, and said the Gov- 
ernment would take charge of the case 
and prosecute the parties for using 
the maiis for fraudulent purposes. He sent 
over fPostoftice Inspector McAfee 
took charge of all the let- 
ters and evidence against the prisoners. 
The twenty-six postal notes and money or- 
ders found on them amounted in all to 70. 
Hemming claimed they used the name Mon- 
tague because they did not want to use 
Rhodus’ name, as the latter’s father 
is in the commission business here, and Hem- 
ming did not want his full name used until 
he was sure the business would be a suc- 
cess. He says they had made arrangements 
with a man named Lon Sanders, who has an 
office in the building at Third and Locust 
streets, to receive their mail until they had 
secured quarters.

PAINTERS’ PLAINI. 


A DEMAND FOR 80 CENTS PER HOUR ON AND 
AFTER TO-DAY. 


The 1,500 Painters in St. Louis Are Not All 
Back of the Demand, But May of Them 
Are—What the Bosses Say—Some of Them 
Will Pay Little Notice tothe Pronuncia- 
mento of the Journeyman Painters, — 


The journeyman painters of the city, and 
there are probably over 1,500 of them, are agi- 
tated over the question of better wages, and 
have made a formal demand upon the bosses 
in a circular sent out by the arbitration com- 
mittee. House painting is now at its best season, 
and it is difficult to find an expert wielder ofthe 
brush who is idle during the working hours 
of the day. There are no less than 107 bosses 
in the city, and 51 of these represent big 
shops, one establishment on Norta Third 
street employing about ninety men. The 
employers divide the employed into three 
classes, namely, the first-class painter, 
the ordinary workman, and the superannu- 
ated and boys. Inthe demand made by the 
union there would appear to be no recognition 
of sucha distinction, the circular being as 


follows: 
THE DEMAND. 
BOARD OF ARBITRATION OF THE JOURNEY- 
MAN PAINTERS’ UNION OF MISSOURI 

Fr. Louis, April 20. 
The journeymen house-painters of St. Louis do 
hereby demand that 30 cents per hour be the lowest 
amount paid to any house painter from the 23d day 
of Apri, 1888, to the Ist day of April, 1889, and that 

eight hours shall be still eonsidered a day's work. 


A REQUEST, TOO. 

The demandis coupled with the request 
that the circulars be signed and returned im- 
mediately, but manyof the recipients have 
thus far neglected to comply with this. A8 
a matter of fact,“ said a bobs painter to 
a PoO8T-DISPATCH reporter, there is no 
necessity of my noticing the circular, 
as my men are all paid 30 cents an hour for a 
working day of eight hours. I employ no 
second-class journeymen painters, so that the 
demand does not affect me, but at the 
same time I hardy see the  jus- 
tice of the request, It is absurd 
to pay a fellow who paints a smoke-stack and 
who drops the paint all about him the same 
wages as aman who can mounta ladder in a 

arlor and decorate a cornice without soilin

WAGES NOW PAID. 

One of the largest painting firms in the city 
is now paying its men 32 cents and 35 cents an 
hour, only two inferior employes being car- 
ried on the pay-rolis et 28 cents. The 
bosses are somewhat at sea upon the 
exact nature of the demand made upon them 
as embodied in the circular given. e notice 
has only been received within the st few 
days, and no action has yet been taken, but 
the matter will no doubt be brought up for 
action by the bosses at their next 
meeting on Thursday. 

WHY IT I8 DONE. 

A journeyman painter is responsible for the 
statement that full one-half of the 
craft in St. Louis are not first- 
class men, but must be listed under the head 
of ordinary or superannuated, so that the ad- 
vance wanted would affect a large num- 
ber. This same man says the bosses 
have signed no contract with the 
employes this s ring. and that one of the 
chief objects of the demand is to prevent the 
employers from cutting down the wages when 
work becomes less brisk.

Strikers Left in the Cold. 


FTelegraph to the PosTt-DISPATCH. 
Dvuevory, III., April 23.—The Duquoin Coal 
mpany have to-day posted circulars noti- 
fying allstriking coal miners whohave tools 
in thesaid company’s mines to remove the 
same on or before Wednesday, April 25, as 
after that date they will not be allowed to 
enter the mine.

CHIEF JUSTICESHIP APPOINTMENT. 


Phelps to Be Chief Justice, Endicott Min- 
ister to England and Congressman Col- 
Uns, Secretary of War—To-Day’s Bond 
Offerings—Indian-Agent Gregory Resigns

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—An interest - 
ing story was in circulation last night which, 
if true, will relieve the President from what is 
regarded as an awkward political embarrass- 
ment. The President, it is well known, is de- 
sirous of appointing Minister Phelps to the 
vacancy on the Supreme bench, but fears the 
consequences that would follow the selection 
of a gentleman for whom the Irish-Americans 
entertain so cordial a dislike. As the 
story goes, certain New England influences 
are being exerted to place Mr. Phelps on the 
bench, send Secre Endicott to England 
and call Patrick A. Collins of Boston into the 
Cabinet.

The Committee on Manufactures. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—The House 
Com mittee on Mannfactures to-day resumed its 
inquiry into the subject of trusts. 


Before taking up the questions Mr. 
Scott, representing the Pennsylvania Railroad 


Company, read a subp@na which had 
been served upon the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, calling for the appear- 


ance of about ten of its principal of- 
ficers. Mr Scott said the subpona must 
have been drawn by a person outside 
of the committee who desired to get 
information to institute a private lawsnit. He 


held that the railroad company should 
not be called upon for such extensive 
information, which would, he said, 


take a large number of employes to secure 
and half a brace of officers to transport to 
Washington. 

Mr. F. B. Gowan of the Reading Company 
then addressed the committee. He said that 
he had been requested by the committee and 
had consented to act as counsel for 
them inthe prosecution of trusts, and par- 
ticularly the Standard Ol Trust. He pro- 
posed by the information called for by the 
subpena read by Mr. Scott to prove 
that the railroads, and amongst them the 
Pennsylvania Road, had been guilty of dis- 
criminations ay which the Standard Oil Com- 
pany had maintained a monopoly of the 
production of oil. Toshow this the commit- 
tee had subponed eight or ten officers of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
who would give the desired information. 
They wished particularly to secure copies of 
contracts to carry oil and receipts show- 
ing rebates or allowances. This informa- 
tion was necessary to successfully prose- 
cute the inquiry into the subject and with- 
out it the continuance of the examination 
would be ai farce. If the Pennsyl- 
vania Company had committed no wrong this 
investigation would do them no harm. He 
asked whether the committee would refuse to 
investigate the charge of discrimination be- 
cause somebody might bring a private law- 
suitoutofany information adduced by the 
inquiry. 


The Tariff Bill Debate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—The Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means heid a long meeting 
this morning, but failed to finally agree upon

tariff bill. The Republican members of the 
committee asked ten days of five hours each, 
oc fifty hours in all, to be set for the purpose.

WHEN BISMARCK says the reception of 
Queen Vicroria in Berlin must be “as 
magnificent as possible under the circum- 
standes; because of her very close rela- 
tions with the imperial family and the 
very friendly relations between England 
and Germany, there will of course be no 
stint of pageantry and no spitting or 
hooting by the Berliners as she passes by. 
But although she is a very meat old 
lady, the mother of their Empress and 
the grandmother of their future Emperor, 
it is known the Berliners are sorry she is 
coming and will be glad when she is gone. 
They believe she badgered the life out of 
the old Kaiser with her demands as to 
provisions for Fritz’ wife and daugh- 
ters, and that she has made the will ques- 
tion more of a worry than the cancer to 
Fritz himself ever since his long fight 
with death began. The old Gueiph cry of 
“Gelt, Gelt,“ a constant haggling with 
Parliament for more money for herself 
and progeny, has been the chief feature 
of her long reign, and the Berliners are 
not so well inured to this royal propensity 
as the Londoners are.

GOSCHEN’S new budget is regarded as the 
rock of danger for the Salisbury Ministry, 
because every figure in it strikes directly 
and without circumlocution or disguise at 
the pockets of voters. Because British 
revenue is mainly a thing of direct taxes 
the budget over there is regarded with a 
jealous scrutiny which is rarely applied 
by the people to our revenue laws. A 
change of a farthing in income tax or ex- 
cise tax may make or mara British Min- 
istry, and no party whose policy favored 
such a Treasury surplus as ours by direct 
taxation could hold power a week. With 
our system of indirect taxation we can 
pay all the obligations and expenses of the 
Government, squander millions on local 
tips and jobs, appropriate over eighty 
millions for pensions, pile up a huge sur- 
plus in the Treasury, enable trusts and 
combines to collect untold millions more 
of bounties from the people, and still tell 
them that they do not pay these taxes 
and, instead of being robbed, are pro- 
tected thereby. 

AN Arkansas statute fixing various 
maximum rates for different classes of 
railroads in that State was resisted on 
the ground that it made arbitrary dis- 
criminations, based not on value or earn- 
ings, but simply on length of lines, and 
that such an exercise of power might lead 
to confiscation or the taking of property 
without due process of law. But the 
United States Supreme Court held, as it 
has done in cases where different rules of 
taxation were applied to different classes 
of roads, that it the same rule is applied 
„to all railroads of the same class, there is

knocked out or completely abolished by 
the Fourteenth Amendment.

Talk About Pension Legislation. 


John P. Rea of Minneapolis, Commander-' 


in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
arrived in the city this morning and is at the 
Southern. Maj. Rea was met at the Union 
Depot by Assistant Adjutant-General 
Thomas B. Rodgers, representing the Depart- 
ment of Missouri, and by Commander Sol 
Behm and Leo Rassieur, on behalf of Frank 
P. Blair Post. Maj. Rea, who was accompa- 
nied by his wife, was escorted to the hotel, 
where rooms had been secured for him. At 
10:80 this morning the comrades of Blair Post 
marched in a body to the Southern, ac- 
companied by a number of comrades from 
other posts, and extended an invitation to the 
Commander-in-Chief to attend the meeting of 
Blair Post, which will be held at the post 
headquarters, corner of Seventeenth and Olive 


streets, at8o’clock this evening. This Maj. 
Rea agreed to do, andafteran hourspent in 
conversation the deputation withdrew. In 
the afternooh the Commander-in-Chief was 
driven about the city, a number of prominent 
Grand Army men accompanying him. 
GROWTH OF THE GRAND ARMY. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter called upon Maj. 
Rea shortly after his urrival. The Command- 
er-in-Chief is an active, alert gentleman, some 
fifty years of age, above the medium height, 
wich a dark ey black eyes and hair, 
and wearing a heavy beard and mustache. 
In reply to a question as to the present 
condition of the Grand Army, Maj. 
Rea said: It never was so flourishing as it is 
to-day. It was the general impression that 
jast year the Grand Army reached its climax 
and that future years would show a decided 
decrease in numbers. This, of course, will 
oceur before very long, but at present there 
seems to be no indication of any such de- 
Instead of decreasing in numbers, the

„There are, in my opinion, three causes to 
be assiened. The first is that the feeling which 
rendered membership in the Grand Army 
detrimental to the business interests ofthe 
cowrades in certain sections of the country 
bas disappeared. The second is the continual 
drift of emigration westward, No 
one whe hus not studied this 
question dan at all appreciate how 
largely this emigration is composed of old 
soldiers. Ali the Western States, to a great 


measure and some almost entirely, owe their 


phenomenal growth to soldier emigration. 
This is notably the case in Kansas, which con- 
tains a larger percentage of old soldiers who 
have emigrated since the war than any other 
State in the Union, although Iowa, Nebraska, 


Colorada, Minnesota, Dakota and Montana are 
notfar behind. But the most important fac- 
tor in the increase of the Grand Army lies in 
the fact that townsand villages are growing 
up in sections formerly very sparsely settled. 
The westward soidier emigration for a time 
was detrimental to the interests of the Grand 


Army as far as numbers went. 
In the thickly settled Eastern 
States a Grand Army Post was to 


be found in every village, and really all old 
solders belonged tothe organization. When 
these men moved Westand took up farms in 
remote districts, they very generally dropped 
their membership. The nearest post might be 


twenty or — miles we and a 
very large number ot old soldiers were 
prevente from joining the organiza- 
tion by the practical impossibility 


of attending meetings. Now, however, set- 
tlements have grown up all over the country, 
hundreds of new posts have been established, 
and thousands of men who let their member- 
ship lapse have renewed their connection with 
the Grand Army. Although much has already 
been done, the recruiting field is by no means 
exhausted, and I look for a large increase dur- 
ing the present year, drawn from Iowa, 
Nebraska, Colorado, Minnesota, Dakota ana 
other Western States and Territories.’’ 
PENSION LEGISLATION. 

‘*What are your opinions on pension legis- 
lation?’’ 

My ideas of what should be done are em- 
bodied in the bill that has recently passed the 
Senate. I believe most firmly in a disability, 
not a dependent, pension bill. I don’t 
agree withthe idea advanced by some that 
u man should be obliged to prove himself a 
pauper before he can secure a pension. A 
great deal of misapprehension exists as to the 
true scope and reason for the pension logisia- 
tion recommended by the Grand Army. It 
my opinion, and the opinion of nearly every- 
one who has given the subject any attention, 
that the health of hundreds of 
thousands was broken down by exposures 
and privations incident to service in the army 
as truly as if they had received bullet wounds. 
Two hundred and twenty-five thousand men 
died of disease during the war, the majority 
between the ages of 18 and 25, when the mor- 
tality rate under ordinary circumstances is 
very low. Atleast an equal number, prob- 
ably a much greater, had their constitutions 
most seriously undermined. Want of sleep, lack 
of proper food, exposure tothe inclemencies of 
the weather, told on the strongest, and in my 
opinion the life of nearly every man who saw 
much active service was shortened from five 
to twenty years by the hardships endured. 

CAUSE OF DISABILITY.

Thousands of men were in the ranks 
when they should have been in the hospital, 
and this, which really was most detrimental 
to their constitutions, should not stand in the 
way of their receiving pensions. Torequirea 
hospital record would be to discourage the 
uncomplaining endurance of sickness and suf- 
fering which was so prominent a feature in 
the war. Above all, no man would be com- 
pelied to prove that his disability resulted
